It's not a trade secret, and it’s not a particularly 
difficult technique to understand, either, Many 
versions of the program, a veritable classic 
which has been floating around since the late 
‘60s, have been written in BASIC. 

At its simplest level, Eliza knows certain 
keywords, and is programmed to give a 
particular response for each one of these 
keywords. So if you typed in a sentence involving

More advanced versions of Eliza will perform 
very elementary parsing: for example, in replying 
to the sentence, ‘| want a doughnut, with, "How 
long have you had this desire for a doughnut”, 
the first keyword (‘| want a’) tiggenng the 
response to which the part of the onginal 
sentence after the keyword was attached, 

There are numerous versions of Eliza about, 
all with their own quirks and personalities — such 
as the extremely insulting CPC program 
Thomas LI. Some American devotees. 
have even claimed that Eliza
